In claim 9, line 24, delete "solid nonflexible"; 

In claim 16, line 4 delete "solid nonflexible material"; 

In claim 16, line 8 delete "which is a segment of a spheroid" and insert therefor - 
which is a segment of a spheroid, which disk is a graphite core coated with wear 
resistant pyrocarbon on its articular surfaces and,-; 

In claim 16, line 11 delete "solid nonflexible"

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims in this 
application are allowable due to the following limitation "which disk is a graphite core 
coated with wear resistant pyrocarbon on its articular surface" as set for the in claims 1 , 
9, and 16. A CMC joint with the claimed convex articular surfaces, axial flaring hole, 
and curved rim surface composed of the pyrocarbon and graphite has not been 
anticipated by the prior art. The reference of Pedersen et al. (PG Pub no. 
20030093152) teaches an implant that may that may be implanted into fingers 
(paragraph 196) with the aforementioned geometry but without the aforementioned 
materials. Pedersen et al. teaches a polymeric slitted implant (see slit 46 figure 13) 
designed to deform to accommodate a ligament (paragraph 42) in a non-invasive 
manner (paragraph 25). This design is not conducive to the inclusion graphite and 
pyrocarbon materials.
